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German Patent No. DE2839793 relates to anti-inflammatory, analgesic and anti-pruritic 
compositions for topical application made by mixing an aqueous alcoholic solution of methanol 
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20,000 centipoises at 20 DEG C, sufficient basic agent, such as an amine, to neutralize the 
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Japan Patent No. JP6 10684 13 relates to a gel composition for external use that is 
obtained by using as a gelling agent, a combination of carboxyvinyl polymer with a hydroxye 
thylcellulose of a specific viscosity in specific amounts to inhibit the gel from being twisted and 
having improved feeling on use. 

Japan Patent No. JP5 124955 relates to obtaining a spraying gel base excellent in 
spreadability by disintegrating an agar jelly by mechanical stimulation. 

International Publication No. WO 00/78297 A2 relates to a biologically and chemically 
stable xylometazoline and/or oxymetazoline solution, containing glycerol and/or sorbitol and 
adjuvants. 
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
